A  collection  of  salvage  and  some  trade  wastes  is  also 
maintained  and  in  spite  of  the  intended  acquisition  of  another 
vehicle  it  is  felt  that  whilst  the  labour  supply  remains  at 
its  present  level  that  this  part  of  the  department’s  work  is 
carried  on  at  the  expense  of  a  more  efficient  house  refuse 
collection. 

The  collection  of  household  refuse  on  a  fortnightly 
schedule  is  inadequate  especially  during  the  summer  months 
when  fly  breeding  presents  such  an  important  problem.

Housing: 


Consequent  on  my  inspections  of  houses  at 
applicants  for  re-housing  I  began  to  feel  the  need  for 
available  summary  of  the  state  of  the  waiting  list  for 
This  need  is  felt  also  by  many  members  of  the  Council, 
those  who  are  members  of  the  Housing  Committee, 


the  request  of 
a  readily 
Council  property* 
in  particular 


I  have  therefore  made  an  analysis  firstly  of  the 
allocations  of  houses  during  the  year  1948  and  secondly  of  the 
circumstances  surrounding  those  persons  remaining  on  the  waiting  list 
on  December  31st  of  that  year.  In  order  to  make  the  total  number  of 
applicants  more  truly  representative  of  conditions  in  this  area  I  have 
corrected  this  total  by  deleting  all  those  persons  who  have  failed  to 
reply  or  have  replied  negatively  to  the  questionnaire  circulated  to  all 
applicants  in  the  early  months  of  1949.'  This  deletion  reduces  the 
apparent  total  of  951  to  a  true  total  of  694. 


The  data  provided  by  the  analysis  is  shown  in  tabular 
form  as  follows:- 


a)  Table  1  showing  monthly  totals  of  allocations  during  1948, 

b)  Table  2  showing  the  time  elapsing  between  application  for  and 

allocation  of  houses  in  those  cases  dealt  with  in  1948, 

c)  Table  3  showing  an  analysis  of  the  circumstances  of  living  of 

those  families  re-housed  in  1948, 

d)  Table  4  is  similar  in  structure  to  Table  2  but  deals  with  those 

remaining  on  the  housing  register  on  31st  December,  1948, 
the  total  being  corrected  as  described  above, 

e)  Ta b lo  5  is  similar  in  structure  to  Table  3  but  again  deals  with 

those  families  remaining  on  the  register  on  31st 
December,  1948, 

f)  Table  6  offers  a  moans  of  comparison. 


In  tables  3  and  5  the  standard  of  overcrowding  employed 
is  that  laid  down  in  the  Housing  Act,  1936  which  it  must  be  pointed 
out  is  a  very  unsatisfactory  guide  as  many  households  where 
conditions  are  inappropriate  to  healthy  life  can  still  pass. 


It  is  not  claimed  that  the  analysis  permits  any  far 
reaching  conclusions  to  be  arrived  at  but  it  is  felt  to  be  reasonable 
to  infer  from  a  comparison  of  the  contents  of  the  tables  - 

a)  that  the  Housing  Selection  Committee  takes  notice  of  the 

circumstances  described. 

b)  that  the  Housing  Selection  Committee  is  not  tied  by  rigid  rules 

but  treats  cases  on  their  individual  merit, 

c)  that  a  high  incidence  of  overcrowding  is  revealed  and  that  the 

true  state  of  overcrowding  in  this  area  will  never  be 
appreciated  until  a  full  housing  survey  is  carried  out. 

d)  that  the  prospects  of  re-housing  those  cases  whose  need  is  great 

are  not  as  unsatisfactory  as  many  members  of  both  Council  and 
public  are  prone  to  believe. 

I  fool  that  the  ascertainment  of  the  extent  of  over¬ 
crowding  and  the  extent  to  which  much  property  in  the  area  should  be 
condemned  as  uninhabitable  are  two  facts  of  vital  importance  to  this 
authority  in  planning  its  future  housing  programme  and  I  would  go 
further  and  say  that  any  plans  made  without  access  to  this  information

I  therefore  urge  that  steps  he  taken  in  the  near  future  to
